(Staiger et al or Strobel et al) discloses a headlight for a motor vehicle, for travel 
along a road defining an axis of the road which is the general direction of travel of the 
vehicle. The headlight comprises a light source 3 and optical reflector 1 adjacent to the light 
source 3 for producing a beam which is generally spread widthwise with respect to the axis of 
the road. The optical reflector is adapted to create in the beam two distinct zones of maximum 
light intensity. Wherein the optical reflector has a central axis passing through the light source 
in the beam direction, and is asymmetrical along a plane on the central axis so as to create 
different angular offset between the two zones.

Wherein the optical reflector has a central axis passing through the light source 
in the beam direction, and is asymmetrical along a plane on the central axis so as to create 
different angular offset between the two zones.
